I think its our best record yet Its 

more of the same harder edged oi style that we'Ve always played as well 

has^'def inite StUff ' In te ™s <* —age /thin/the record 

political oie 9 ur 9 enc Y both on a personal scale as well as a 


GSS: Are you guys still mostly playing that oi-style street rock, or are 
you picking up more of that hardcore sound like so many American skinhead 
bands these days? 

PP: Pressure Point will always be an Oi band, that much will never 
change, However I think that its important for Oi bands not to lock 
themselves into trends or categories as far as sound is concerned. All my 
favorite Oi bands defined themselves with their uhiqueness and its their 
attitude and ethics that made them oi bands more than any particular 
sound. I think that Blitz, The Angelic Upstarts and the Anti-Heros are 
perfect examples of chat. I grew up in America listening to both British 
Oi bands and US hardcore bands. In the 1980 's here in the states we 
didn't get much of an opportunity to go see those British oi bands but we 
did get to go see the Cro Mags, Agnostic Front, Warzone, SOIA, etc. so 
they are always, in my opinion, going to be an equal part of my skinhead 
experience. For Pressure Point, we have always felt we could play 
whatever the hell we wanted to as to represent all of our musical 
influences, we just prefer to concentrate more on the street rock sound. 
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GSS: Lyrically, y'all have never shied away from being pro-union. What do 
you see as the big issues facing working class Americans right now? 

PP: Wow I'll try to keep this short! I think that the single largest 
threat to working people in the USA right now is the disparity between 
the political power of corporations, and the political power of the 
workers. As our unions struggle to adapt to the changing global economy, 
our political leaders hand more and more power to the corporations while 
stripping away the rights of the workers. Throughout the latter part of 
the 1990 's union membership grew for the first time in decades and over 
the last 6 years that trend has reversed itself while at the same time 
the disparity in income between the upper class and working and middle 
classes has grown by leaps and bounds. 


GSS: X know that, as a band, you guys cover a wide range age span. How 
does that affect y'all, both philosophically and practically? 

PP : Philosophically it helps ground Kenny and myself. As the saying goes 
"Youth is wasted on the young", but it's not being wasted on me or Kenny. 
The Nates come from a different generation of punk than me or Kenny, and 
it has helped us to stay open minded and in turn I think we have helped 
them to always be aware of their roots. Practically Kenny and I have had 
to develop a lot of patience (myself more so than Kenny) , and the younger 
guys have had to endure our stubbornness . 


GSS: How's the scene over there, both the west coast in general and in 
Sacramento specifically? I know the east coast and the south have had a 
lot of festivals, tours, and big shows lately. Is it active on that side 
of the country right now? 

PP: The scene in general has its ebbs and flows but its actually really 
vibrant here in Sacto right now. We just finished doing the second year 
of the Death Or Glory Festival and it was amazing! LA is doing very well 
as well. Every time we travel down south to play there are more and more 
kids involved in the scene .

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GSS : Your sound is more RAC/hardcore than classic oi (although "Hooligan 
Army" splits the difference). Did y'all have a preference on the style of 
bands you played shows with? 

LL: Actually very few people have really nailed our sohnd. I don't listen 
to hardcore much or RAC. We're actually influenced by all the old 
classics like 4skins, Combat 84, and a lot of early to mid 90 's bands 
like the Templars, Bonecrusher, Boot Party, Pist n' Broke, etc. A lot of 
the Vulture Rock stuff and Step 1 stuff.

GSS: Being proud of your state is a big element of your songs. How's the 
scene in Arizona? Where are the best bars and venues? 

LL: The scene up here is pretty weak lately, it seems to be more of a 
popularity contest than true friendship. All that drama of he said she 
said bullshit circles around it's fucking bullshit, rather than people 
making decisions on their own they're always looking to the other guy to 
see what he thinks. 
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GSS: After playing for almost 10 years, you guys must have some good 
stories. Any you can share (that won't get you arrested again)? 

LL: Yeah one sticks out in my head and is an all time classic story. 
Probably 6-/ years ago we threw a show at this unknown venue and sent out 
j-lyers that gave the info and said skins and punks welcome. Well TPD ( 
Tucson Police Dept.) got a hold of one of the flyers and assumed it was a 
neo-nazi rave. They sent two undercover officers in spouting off racist 
remarks and you can guarantee that in no time they were being dealt with. 
The fight, if you can call it that, ended up in the middle of the main 
street of downtown Tucson where traffic was at a halt and where these 
officer continued to get smashed by fist and boots. Seconds later it was 
an all out sting where cops were everywhere and skins and punks were 
running everywhere. It was a sight that will stick in my head forever and 
probably in theirs too, and it was all due to the ignorance of the cops 
of this town. ^

These are the few 
remaining venues that from time to time hold punk rock and Oi ! shows: 


- The House of Blues: Not anything special here. Overpriced drinks, | 5®* 
infieteci ticket prices and heavy security is the norm. There are HOBs 'if 
throughout the country - if you've seen one, you've seen 'em all. 

However, they usually hold the bigger ska acts (like The Skatellites) .M 
when they come through. HOB is located at 225 Decatur St, about one block 
from Canal St. on the outskirts of the French Quarter.

Howling Wolf: Here's a place that wouldn't be half bad if they didn't 
try so hard to be the House of Blues. Drink prices are still high (I 
believe the house "special" is $2.25 cans of PBR) , but they have some if? 
decent shows. It is generally 18+ , but they do have all ages shows from! 
time to time. Prices usually range from $8-$l5. Most of the time HW 
caters to the metal crowd, but you also get stuff like Fear, GBH, 

Exploited and Murphy's Law. Howling Wolf is located at 907 S Peters St

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-The Higher Ground (formerly Cypress Hall) : This is a great venue if 
you're 15. It's an all ages hall. They don't serve any alcohol or allow 
it inside. It's out in the suburbs of Metairie (about a 10 minute drive 

from the city), and they generally do local shows. This venue mainly 

caters to the new "hardcore" type bands, and by new I mean not very good, 
girl pant, swoosh hair stuff. But from time to time they do have punk and 
Oi ! bands play. Drinking commences in the parking lot during these shows, 

but the fact that 90% of the crowd is 13-17 generally keeps the skins 

away unless a friend's band is playing. The Higher Ground is located at 
3612 Hessmer Avenue in Metairie. 


-One Eyed Jack's: (formerly the Shim Sham) This was the best venue in 

it's prime as the Shim Sham. Now it has taken on a more chick almost 
hipster feel, but still has the best shows around. Another great thing 
about One Eyed is that they are in the heart of the French Quarter, 
making easy to get to for most out of towners . The drink prices are 
reasonable to fucking insane, but every night is $1 PBR . Most shows range 
from $8 - $15 . A popular night is Thursday when they have 80 's night, they 
offer drink specials and there are always an excess of single college 
girls. Shows range from punk, hardcore, Oil, emo, metal and a fair amount 
of local bands. One Eyed Jack's is located at 615 Toulouse St. in the 
heart of the French Quarter between Decatur and Bourbon St . 


-The Whirling Dervish: If you're looking to get in a fight or just laugh 
at morons, this is the place to be. The Dervish is a fairly small bar 
with an even smaller dance floor. The main draw is extraordinarily cheap 
drinks, but the music is usually either techno dance or 80 's new wave. 

For this reason you often see skins or punks drinking outside, but rarely 
inside. Personally I've been thrown out more times than I can count, but 
the staff changes often and drinks are so damn cheap, it makes for a 
great pit stop no matter what. The Whirling, like most bars here, is 21+ 
but I've actually witnessed 13 year olds being served (bars in the 
Quarter rarely card) . Dervish is located in the lower French Quarter at 
1135 Decatur St. at the corner of Gov Nichols, next to the French Market,' 
I've heard that they do punk shows now, but I have never seen one. 


That sums up the venues here. But the more important aspect of New 
Orleans is the bars. Now there are so many great bars here that I could 
fill the zine just listing them, but here are my personal favorites and 
the most skinhead friendly: 
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Finn McCool s: This is my favorite place to go. They have foosball, pool 
and free darts. The beer selection is fairly wide and all the brew on tap 
is $3.75 (pints) or $4.25 (imperial pints). On tap that I know of is 
Newcastle, Guinness, Hoegarden, Strongbow cider, Boddingtons and a few 
more. It's not some chain place, the owners are great tolerant guys and 
are actually from Ireland. There is a kitchen with all the regular pub 
iood like fish & chips, kidney & meat pies, curry and shit like that. On 
Saturdays you can catch Premiere League matches and Sundays catch the 
Saints games on a huge projector screen. Both days they have specials and 
sometimes free food. It's always a good time and they have a decent 
jukebox, not to mention $5 carbombs . Finn McCool 1 s is located at 3701 
Banks St. m Mid-City - not one of the best neighborhoods, but not too 
bad since the hurricane pretty much vacated it.

You should 
also get a Muffaletta at Central Grocery on Decatur, they invented them 
you know. Decatur St. is really the place to be, tourists love Bourbon 
St. but really that's all it is, tourists. Another aspect of Bourbon St. 
is it's loaded with bars that charge double and triple the prices of 
Decatur. If however you wanna have a drink on Bourbon go to Tropical Isle 
for a HAND GRENADE. They are $8, but 2 or 3 will have a middle weight 
drinker drunk or close. They are dubbed the "strongest drink in New 
Orleans"... and they go down like kool aid. 


No matter what you do down here, you'll have a great time. The people are 
laid back and very friendly, even the skins. Don't think skinheads in 
NOLA are like most other places, we aren't. The stand offish shit is for 
the birds, we like to have fun, we like to drink and we LOVE the Saints, 
so if you see any Skins here, holla. With any luck it'll be a Sunday game 
day after a big win! ! !
